From the Paris Gazette, dated O&. 14. 

Warfaw, September 18. 

: HE King of Poland has caus'd a 

' — Bridge to be Jaid over the Viftula, 

for his Cavalry to pafs that River; 

but tis uncertain yet whether they 

will march towards Pruffia or Li- 

thuania. His Army is compos’d of twelve 


‘Regiments of Foot, and twelve of Horfe, 


amounting to about 15000 Men. Since his 
Majefty’s arrival we learn, that in the Diet 
of the Nobility held near Sandomir, a Ge- 
neral Affociation was agreed on, the De- 
putics binding themfelves by Oath to main- 
tain the King and the Liberty of their Coun- 
try: They refolv’'d likewife that the Arm 

of the Republick fhouid be immediately paid, 
and augmented to 30000 Men: That each 
Palatinate fhould choofe two Plenipoten- 
tiaries to treat of a Peace, with the Chan- 
cellors of Poland and Lithuania, and that 
the Cardinal Primate fhould prefide in that 
Affembly: That an Embaffy fhould be fent 
to the King of Sweden, viz. one Senator and 
three Gentiemen, to offer him the Media- 
tion of the Republick: That if he fhould ac- 
cept of it, the Army should without delay be 
fettied on the fame foot to which it was re- 


duc’d after the laft War; and that the Saxon’ 


Troops fhonid be fent back into Germany : 
That if the King of Sweden fhould refufe to 
accept of the Mediation of the Republick, 
then the Army of the Crown being increasd 
to 30000 Men fhould obferve the Swedifh 
Army: The Saxon Troops fhould be oblig’d 
to make War on the Territories of the King 
of Sweden ; and his Polith Majefty, with 
the Advice of the Cardinal Primate, and of 
the Chancellors and Plienipotentiaries, fhould 
fend Envoys to the King of Denmark, the 
Ele&or cf Brandenburg, and the Czar of 


Mufcovy, to invite them to enter with him’ 
into a League Offenfive again{t Sweden, on’ 


condition that thofe Princes fhould attack 
{uch Dominions of the King of Sweden as lye 
moft expos'd to them. We are affur'd that the 


King of Sweden fhews himfelf inclin’d to. 


Peace ; but that he will not fuffer the Czar to 
be included in it,that he may take revenge on 
him for the Ravages and Cruelties which the 


Mufcovites have already, and continue to 
commit in Livonia. The King of Sweden is 
ftill near Cracow, where he feems refolv’d to 
take his Winter-quarters ; towhich endhé¢ has 
given Orders for laying up all the Provifions 
that can be got: But the Country thereabouts 
is fo rnin’d, that he will hardly find enough 
for his Subfiftance. He has taken a review of 
the Troops that are come to him out of Po- 
merania, which he found in very good order, 
and with them his Army is increas'd to 25000 
Men, all gallant Troops. Mean time the Cof- 
facks and Walachians continue to make Incur- 
fions on all fides ; and a great number of Rob- 
bers are difpers'd into feveral Provinces of 
this Kingdom, who do a great deal of Mif- 
chief, killing and robbing all they meet with. 
‘Tis confirm’d that a Party of Coffacks, com- 
manded by one Samus,have revolted from the 
Poles. ‘There are great Divifions ftill among 
the Nobles,particularly among thofe of Great 
Poland, who have got leave of the King to 
hold a General Diet on Horfeback near this 
City. 

Sept. 29. "Tis advis’d that there isa 
Difference newly rifen between the Dukes of Meck- 
lenburg-Swerin and Strelits ; that the former has re- 
calf'd his Regiment of Foot which he had fentto- - 
wards the Upper Rhine, and that he had written to 
the King of the Romans,that if he could not quickly 
come to an Accommodation with the Duke of Stre-. 
lits, he fhould be oblig’d to recall his Regiment of 
Horfe likewife that is in the Imperial Army. Letters 
from Livonia confirm that the Mufcovires continee’ 
to Ravage and Burn the Country, and to Maffacre 
or carry away all the Inhabitants: That having fure 
priz’d the little Town of Walmer, they put te th 
Sword 300 of the Militia that were garrifon’d in it: 
That they have taken a Gentleman’s Caftle which. 
had held out againft them for above a Year, tho’ on 
the edge of their Frontiers ; making the Gentleman a 
Prifoner, and killing 300 Peafants who defended ir.
